During the Monday, June 26, Elba City Council meeting 
Mayor Tom Maddox briefly addressed Police Chief Troy 
Staley being placed on administrative leave. 

“We all know Chief Troy Staley was placed on adminis- 
trative leave with pay on June 17,” Maddox said. “All we 
will talk about tonight is I will say that I do have a hearing 
set for next week with Mr. Staley on July 7th.” 


While city officials have not publicly revealed a reason . 


for Staley being placed on administrative leave, there have 
been numerous reports that a protection from elder abuse 
motion was filed in the Covington County court system 
against Staley. According to reports, the complaint was 
filed Thursday, June 15, against Staley alleging he entered 
an Andalusia home where he was staying and began to 
“knock stuff of the wall.” The 61-year-old female com- 
plainant that filed the protection order has the same last 
name as Staley. 

Also, a motion filed Wednesday, June 21, in Covington 
County alleges the above mentioned female Staley subject 
was arrested June 13th and charged with domestic violence 
— third degree and menacing. That motion listed Harold 
(Troy) Staley as the victim.

Kinston Elementary gets new book vending machine

Kinston Elementary 
School held a ribbon cutting 
Thursday morning, June 22, 
for a new vending machine 
located inside the school, 
but it does not dispense 
sodas nor chips. Instead, 
when students place their 
token into the vending 
machine, it will distribute 
a book! 

“A sense of fun and 
expectancy is created when 
a vending machine’s coils 
twist to deliver a treat,” said 
Kinston principal Megan 
Driggers. “Now, our stu- 
dents will be able to experi- 
ence this same excitement 
as they insert a golden token 
and wait for a literary treat 
to clang in the bottom bin.” 

This comes from the 
Inchy Bookworm Book 
Vending Machine that was 
“opened” for business last 
Thursday morning at the 
elementary school. The 
machine stocks more than 
300 books with a variety of 
genres and reading levels. 

“The machine is one of 
the first of its kind in Coffee 
County,” Kinston vice prin- 
cipal Crystal Hawthorne 
said. 

Reading is a foundational 
skill that has a tremendous 
impact on one’s success in 
life, but it is also fun. 

Hawthorne said reading 


has many benefits, such as 


increased cognitive func- 
tion, vocabulary, memory, 
empathy, and decreased lev- 
els of stress. 

“The goals of our book 
vending machine are to 
inspire and foster a love 
for reading among our 
students,” Driggers said. 
“We aim to engrain with- 
in our students a passion 
for reading by celebrating 
their accomplishments with 
books and continuing their 
reading successes.” 

She said this was evi- 
denced recently by -the 
Kinston’s ACAP scores 
with a 98 percent profi- 
ciency rate in second grade 
and a 92 percent proficiency 
rate in third grade. 

“Additionally, by provid- 
ing our students with books 
they can own, we will 
provide a layer of engage- 
ment opportunities for our 
children and the educators, 


parents, and caregivers to 
nurture and support them 
and reinforce the value of 
literacy,” Hawthorne added. 
“Our new book vending 
machine reinforces the 
school’s ‘Read at Home 
Plan’ mandated by the 
Alabama Literacy Act,” 

The books from the vend- 
ing machine will be utilized 
as positive behavioral sup- 
ports and academic incen- 
tives, according to admin- 
istrators. Students will be 
rewarded for exemplary 
accomplishments, including 
but not limited to perfect 
attendance, improvement in 
academics, meeting bench- 
marks, and good citizen- 
ship. 

The vending machine 
was purchased through dis- 
trict funding sources, and 
the books were purchased 
by the Kinston School 
Education Foundation.

weekend, but he said he 
believes giving the extra 
day for the holiday would 
be a nice perk for employ- 
ees. 

Unanimous consent from 
the voting panels awarded. 
July 3 as an extra day off 
for employees for 2023. 

Also, during both the 
council meeting and water 
and electric board meeting, 
it was voted on to allow 
employees subject to out- 
door work to begin work- 
ing 6 a.m. — 3 p.m. This 
new work schedule began 
Wednesday, June 28, and 
will continue through the 
end of September. 

’ Mayor Maddox said this 
is something the city did 
last year when “we start- 
ed getting indecently hot 
weather.” 

This change in work 
schedule only applies to 
employees that work out- 
doors. It will not affect 
work hours for any office 
employees.

among top systems in state for 
ACAP Reading Assessment

The Alabama Department 
of Education recently 
released numbers for the 
2022-2023 ACAP Reading 
Assessment - testing, and 
the Coffee County School 
System scored high in the 
assessment. 

Overall, the system tested 
at 91.33 percent of second 
graders on or above grade 
level in reading while third 


graders tested at 88.89. 


percent on or above grade 
level. 

“Our focus has been on 
teaching the child and not 
a curriculum,” said Coffee

County Schools superinten- 
dent Kelly Cobb. 

Out of 196 second graders 
tested systemwide, only 17 
[8.67 percent] were below 
grade level with their read- 
ing on the ACAP test. The 
91.33 percent on or above 
grade level with reading 
represented 179 students. 

For third graders in the 
Coffee County System, 207 
students were tested. Only 
23 [11.11 percent] were 
below grade level. The 
88.89 percent on or above 
grade level represented 184 
students systemwide. 

Taking a closer look at 
individual schools, Kinston 
had 41 second graders test- 
ed with only one student 
scoring below grade level 
for a 97.56 percent of stu- 
dents on or above grade 
level in reading. The school 
tested 39 third grader and 
only three were below grade 
level, which meant 92.31 
percent of third graders at 
Kinston scored on or above 
grade level in reading. 

“We aim to engrain with- 
in our students a passion 
for reading by celebrating 
their accomplishments,” 
said Kinston _ principal 
Megan Driggers.

second graders with only 
three scoring below grade 
level on the ACAP test. 
That vaulted the school to 
a 94.83 percent score for 
second graders on or above 
grade level in reading. 

Zion Chapel also tested 
56 third graders with only 
two scoring below grade 
level in reading, which 
meant 96.43 percent of third 
graders were on or above 
grade level, according to 
ACAP results. 

New Brockton, the larg- 
est school within the Coffee 
County School Systém, 
tested 97 second graders. 
Of these 97, 13 tested below 
grade level, and 84 [86.60 
percent] tested on or above 
grade level. 

The third grade at New 
Brockton tested 112 stu- 
dents with 18 of those 
below grade level in read- 
ing. 94 or 83.93 percent of 
the third graders came in at 
on or above grade level with 
the ACAP test. 

“As the results show, our 
test scores for the system 
are among the highest in 
the state,” Cobb said. “We 
attribute these great scores 
to our teachers, administra- 
tors, coaches, and interven- 
tionists who have worked 
tirelessly to reach every 
child.”

As 
people of faith, we are called to live a life that looks like 
God, that looks like the divine. We are called to be a people 
of forgiveness to those who deserve it and to those who do 
not. Please forgive me, and I forgive you. 

I John 4 tells us that God is love, and as people of faith 
we should be first and foremost known by our love. I have 
loved my time with you, and I have loved the city of Elba. 
It is my hope and prayer that the community goes from 
strength to strength. | know it has an amazing foundation 
of people who have banded together in tragic times to love 
and care for one another.
